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IN a (ew inftances, [or obvious reafons, the wotis 
and phrafesol the Bible tranflulon are ahered in this 
work, while the fenfc or meading is carefully pre- 
served ; and this akeration is marked with liatic clm^ 
taScrs: And alfo, where a word^ pr phrafe is added 
ior explapaiioOy fuch addiuons^re in the ItaHc cha^ 
taStrs^ and are incltuled in parehthefcs. 
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^ 'THE title "Beauties of the Bible/* that Jias 
been given to this Seledion, only means that it con* 
tains a part of thofe mat chiefs t>eautie8f with which 
thdt Divine Volutne abounds< 
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Jl r would be impiropcir to apolcgite for undertaking^ a work, wliich 
is designed to be useful to the best interests of mankind. That a 
book of this kVnd is necessary will be generaHy allowed by Christian^ 
ofevery denomination, who have thought carefully tin the subject. 

Time was in our country, when the Bible was almost the only 
athool book. By fitqnenily ret^ding the sacred wtnings in schools^ 
d^ lafrge portion of the doctrine and precepti of our hdiy religion waa 
imperceptibly lodged ill the merriory, and often continued there 
through life, as the se^d of piety, and as a happy preventive to 
error and vice. 

At length, objections were started against the use cf the Bible 
in schools. Other books were introduced, and the sacred writings 
for several years past, have been almost totally excluded from having 
any share in school Instruction : and by rea&on of this almost total 
disuse of the bible in schools, thousands of children have grown, 
and are giowing up in gross ignorance of the contenitof that sacted 
book. ' 

It is an astonishing thought and should be humbling to Christ- 
ians, that while "We have neglected to make the knowledge of the 
biiMe any part of the school education of our children, the Mahom- 
etans have been teaching their children the Mcoran with most dili- 
gent care. Will not Mahometans rise up in judgment against us 
and coDderan v6 ? 

•« White nrien slept the enemy came and sowed tares." f esideg 
innumerable other books of pernicious tendencyjithas been asserted 
that twenty thou? and* copies of what some have called •* Thonnas 
Paine's bible*" were impcrted into this country at one time. They- 
have been dhtribrurcd over the country, and have been read wi:h ea- 
gerness : their poison has struck deep, partitularly into those minds 
which'haiT not been sown with the seeds 6f religious instruction. 
Thus multitudes have beeh desperately wounded, not indeed by the 
panxiof tbf iiottt but by the sting of the despicable asp. 
^^*^ •* As w^ %qSn we may expect to reap." if the bible should con- 
0^ tinue to be excluded from schools, at^d the religious iiistruction of 
,^ children be r.eglectcd, the bitter fruits will be experienced in the 
r^5 demoralized condition of all classes of people. To obviate, in some 
\^ degree, this ihreatfening'evll, is the object of the present publication. 

This selection is not Uable to any of those objections which have 
beeb urged against the &chola&tic use of the ivbole bibk» Such mat^ 
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ter has been selected (historical, mord and miscellaneous) as has 
been thought mcst likely to please and engage as well as improve 
the young mind. Th€ vrhole has been throvwn into paragraphs of a 
convaniei.t length for reading-lessons ; and '}nte;rsperscd with nia- 
ry remarks. 

As the book is designed for the use of Cliristians of all denomi^ 
nations indifferently, no remark has been made on any points which 
are disputed between Christians ; and the remarks in general havf 
a threefold objsct : Istly, to inculcate the several- diving virtue?, 
and religion in general, frcnrt scripture history and example — 2dly, 
to bring into view, in the most compejidious manner, sonr.e of the 
evidences of ihe truth of Christianity ; and 3dl>^j to illustrate, the 
unequalled beauties of the sacred writings. 

Among the advantages proposed by this selection' are the follow- 
ing : The knowledge of the doctrines and inoral duties of our holy 
religipn will be hereby instilled into young inmds» without any cor- 
rupting mixture. . They will leam the nattt^ of the Clixistian reli- 
gion, not from secondhand descriptions, or as it is drawn by ahu- 
fnan pencil, but from a real view of the ibing itself. And they will 
in this way be led to read the bible with a relish^^as a pleasant em- 
})loYir.ent ; which relish may be likely ♦• to grow with their growth 
and ctrengtheo with their strength :" whereas it has been objected, 
that when youth are made to read those parts which they do notUQ- 
•derstand, they consider it as an irksome task, .that sometimes oc^ 
casions a disgust against the whole book. 

It is further hoped, that some who are not incompetent judges 
may th:nk this to be an advantageous method cf. defending cff 
licly religion, and guarding inexperienced minds against the attacks 
of infidelity. If one should deny that this world were made by a 
*wisc and good Bei-ng, because of the defects which appear upon it, 
and the confusion that seems to reign in it, there might be an im- 
possibility of answering all his quibbling arguments. The shortest 
and surest way would be to point out a number of \\,e mcst strik- 
ing beauties; the ^narks of wisdom and design, and the displays of 
goodness which appear on the face of the earth ; cbsei vVrg withal, 
.that fceniing deformities may be ** beauties in disguii>e.'' 

Or, if a man who had been lojig shut up in a dark rocm should 
deny that the sun is the fountain of light, and pretend that it had na 
better title to that distinction than his own glimmering lamp j ycu 
would not undertake to confute all his quibbles, but father bring 
him out to the open day, -and show hint) the sun in its meiidian g4o- 
ry, and let him then compare his lamp with it. In like manner the 
most striking beauties of the bible, drawn together and presented in 
a single point of view, may go further to convince some people of 
the divine excellency of that book, than.a lyh'clc yolume of accurate 
ard Warned reasonin|( in its favoyr. "' 
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Perhaps too much attention has been occupied in annvering the 
minute and trivial objections of* i»fidei writers : at feast m a great 
loeasure, ii seems to have been a frnitless task ? because without 
taking any- notice at aT^ of the answers, they have, from time to 
time, renewed their objections with as much confidence as if no 
answers had been given. This condua base quaily manifested their 
cunning and their dishonesty ; for they well knew that many would 
read their objections, who would never have opportunity or inclina- 
tion to read the ingenuous and soUd answers which had already been 
made to those objections. 

It is an old m^r\xt\, that the bible is*the best expotinder^of itserf ; 
and perhaps it is equally true, that the bible is the best vindicator of 
itself. We do not light a candle to see the sun : it shows itself to 
us hy its own light. And when the great doctrines and truths oi 
the bible, unmixed and without any foreign orrament, are diawn 
together and presented in, a. cfear vie.w, thty^ carry powerful evi- 
dence of their dwn divinity i they have a spirit and energ}' which 
a4« pecuhar to themselves. The -collecting togethei: the mostplain 
and important doctrines ard precc; s in reHgion vfhjch are scaticr- 
. cd through the bible, may hecoRipared to collecting the rays of t^ 
stm into a /tjar*^^ \57hereby they are made to act vriih the greater 
force. 

With respect to the Dissertation on the style of Oiip English bi- 
We, the concise proofs of Chrisuanity, and the various remarks 
which are scattered through this work, it becomes me to say but Ut- 
ile ; otherwise I might incur the imputation either of vanity on the 
one hand, or of an a/Rctcd humility cjq the other. I will there f re 
only observe, that it i? hoped, that these well meant essays will be 
conducive to the impro\'ement oi joutb in knowledge and virtue ; 
and that s^nne pcojJe of more. mature age and enlarged under- 
standings, may ircet with valuable thoughts in ihew, which had 
hererofore escaped their notice. 

Finally, a hope is irdiilged, ihat real Christians, of \vhatever de- 
nomination, will think ih;s beck a vsluable present to bestow on a 
child, or any dc:ir fi)Cr.d ; and thit they will feel the propriety of 
introducing it into schools, E. S.

©N THfe STYLE OR LANGUAGE OF OUR ENGLISH 
TRANSLATION QF THE BIBLE. 

ALL who have any consideraWc knowledge of the English Jan- 
gauge well know that It has in some degree been corrupted, by in. 
tet-mixing with it words and phrases of a foreign kind. This cor» 
ruption of our language seems to have taken iis^irst rise fronj' the 
circomsta!;ce of placing ofi the British throne a foreign prince,naffie^ 
ly, William of Nassau : in conjequenceof this event, the British 
co\irt being crowded with foreigners, an affectatldn of uiin^ for- 
eign words and phtases began to prevail. 

Tl?c ev il w as greatly increased by the war of the confederates with 
liCwis the 14th of Frarfce, which began in the reign of "William, 
and conttnued through most of the refgn of Qii^en Ann, his succes- 
sor. By that war a number of the British nobility and commoriers, 
as well as peasantry, were drawn over as soldiers, and were employ- 
ed for several years on the continent of Europe; where, being 
mixed together vv ith the people of several other nations, they were 
accustomed, at length, to express themselves in a mixed sort, of 
language, conskting partly of words and phrases of a foreign stamp. 

The ingenious Addison noticed and reprobated this inundation of 
foreign words in the follow ing'Ttianner : — *' The present war has 
so adulterated cut' language wjih strange words, that it wcnid be 
impossibie for one cf our great graiK. Fathers to know what his pos- 
terity liad been tloinf^/ \vere he xp lead their exploits in a modern 
news-paper.' (See No. 1,55 of the Spectator, where this ablacta- 
tion of u^iiigforeii^n words instea(J»J English is delicately satirized ) 

Other causes have co operaed, notcr.ly tp corrupt our language 
with siii^nge vyords, but also to darien jr by s.uch ariificial arrange- 
ment of words as obscured ;he s^rrse in the ^ame degree that it im- 
proved ihc sound. Paiticularly,^ seme authors of great fame have 
writtcii in a very pompous. affected stjie ; anK>ng the most eminent 
of whom vas Dr. Samuel Jchnson, who, corr.posing some of bis 
celebrated books while his attention was parily occupied in conci- 
piling his dictionary, and by that means, having his head filled 
with tccliR-cai teriTis, he distributed them with an unsparing hand ; 
and disi)£;urcdhis language by an unnatural stiffnes and pomposity. 

Many other writers of rnfericr abilities, aiFeciingto form them- 
selves by that ceU'brated model, have imitated with too^'much suc- 
cess, not the beautiful und noble thoughts, but the swollen stile of 
Dr. Johnson. 

After Richardson and Fielding had obtained a fame as novelists^ 
a njimerous tribe of wntejrs engaged in the same line. The shelves 
of booksellers have beeA crowded wiih noyelsj which besides their 
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Jmmpral t«n4«ficf» and the cntire,b*rremicts c^inany of tbem as m - 
common sense, have frequently been Written in an unnatural 8wol« 
len lar^gvlagc . And as nov«Is in latter years, have^ aabappily, been 
a principle part of reading among the Annerican youth* they have 
caught from them an uimat^r^' taste with respect to laaguage, as 
well as many iif>p»re and extravngant ideas. 

Frorn the ^foFementioned causes as well as others it has happen* 
ed that many words no|: English have unnecessarily beea mixed 
withourlangtt^e^ which in the mean titne, has been. obscured by 
s«chuBnaturalarrai>gemer>tt'Of w^ords as bid the gleaning, while 
they attempted to please the ear i and if we had not a standard-«f 
pure English, it might at lengtl^ become impossible to separate /the 
false from ihe true coin. 

It is readily granted that iftthftprogress of arts, some new words 
l^came necessary to express new ideas ; and when new words ha¥« 
been either coined or botrowed from other languages^ merely to supi- 
ply the -deficiency of oinr language, it was both neceSsaf-y and 
atlvaiitageoos :^U^the CDiningof new words, or introducing foreign 
words to express things which already had English nameii appro- 
priated to them, occasions^ rer/u;zci[ancy, and breeds confusion in our 
language^ . 

" Now it ha& fevors^ly happened that the Bible-translation, which 
Is at present in use, was made before those inrrovations in our Ian« 
goage h9g^. Fifcy-fcHti! nrien^ diminguished foi^ their knowledge^ 
not only of the H^btre^f Grad:, vixid*I,atin, as well as Engli4b, but 
■ also of the principal modem languages txf Europe, were selected and 
appointed by king Jiunes 1st of England, A. D. 1604, to make, i 
new English translationof the Bible. , ' * 

Forty- seven of them began this task in the year 1607; and form*' 
ing themselyee info six divisions, ttaev carefully compared the for* 
mer English translations of the Bible, not only withthc original, 
but idso With transitions into Spanish* amd some other Eur^ean 
languages. At length after abundance^of care aud labor, the Eng* 
lish translation wh^ch is flow in use, was pubhshed in ,tbe year ISIS" 

It is ^KiTXhyof remark, that the 0recmn and Jioman Clasuc9f 
which are justly considered the standard of purity and elega^ice 
in style, were studied much more thorot^bly at that period ttian at 
anj time siuce. And to this circutAstonce^ in a great degree, iti« 
probably owing ^hat our Engl bh translation of the Bible is simple ici 
lU language and entirely het &»m, aflFectation. The words made use 
of are pure English, and there is not iMphmi^ from the beginning 
to the end ^tsut^lis iuto bombast,

Mart^of the flood are ftiU 10 be feen In every q<lar« 
tec of the glob^. Large bed^ Of oyfterSnd oiher fea-- 
fiiells, expending over fetreral acres each^ have f re- 
cently fjcen fotiadat; a great diftance from the fea^ 
and fametimes^ in very elevated frtu*tiofw : alfo thd 
bones of wbfks, aad other fifii^s^ buried deep in the 
earth* ^ , . . 

In thciwdrdfc of a celebrated wriier, •* Whatever^ 
depths oki the eaf th we examine, or whatever ^A^neeft 
within laodi wcffeek, we moft commonly fiftd a num- 
ber of f0f&Uflietl$^ .whkh being compared with others^ 
from the fea arc found to be exaftly of a f.milar flf^pe 
aad oatnre. Tiiey are found- at the tery WunirdK

Noah himfelf is fuppofed to have gone eafiward 
about one hundredisindflheenyeiirs after the flood, and 
to hjivc laid the. foundation of the Chinejfe rnonarchy. 
Afliar^ f«5n ol ftheni^ built K^neveb, the t^pital of tnci 
AfTyrian Eoipire. And th€fre afe two remarkable na- 
troftS noVin beiitg^ namely^ the Jews atid the Arabia 
jins« wIk) hdth defdended from Arphaxed, another fori 
6t Shem* in the line of Abrahjam. < 

Ninlrod, t great (^randfon of Noah, in ihe tine ol 
Ham, founded the famous city Eiabylon. OuOi, a fon 
of Hara^ is thought to have begun the fettWn^et^t of 
Ethiopia, which in ancl^t time$, was called the land 
of Cufli. Mifrairo, anothe> fon of Ham, fou^^d^ 
the kingdom of Egvpt, about one, hundred an?l fixty- 
four years after the flood. And CJanatfn^ ^^ho was alfc 
alon^f Ham, and ijrandfon of Noab^ was ihe lathef 
of the C^naanites; Sydonians, Tyrians, and Cartha*/ 

frenians ; |nation^hance f amous,'^ but long agodeftroye^ 
rom the fjceof' the earth. > 

The pofterity of Japheth fettled the Sreflern part 
of Afia, and the European countries ; whichi in fcrip* 
ture, are called the ides of the 66ntii<fts. Ir irtay bfe 
proper to obferve, that the Gngle life of Noah almoft 
coBne£le<t the diftant times of Adam and Abram ; for 
Noah iMras bom only one hundred and twenty^fix years 
at^tliede^tb of Adam, and Hvei till within t#o 
years of Abram's birth.

The charader 6t Abram is greatly revered by Ma-

fidcriible mark of Kis uncommon excellence. He 
flood ♦oward Lot in afupefior- reUtit n : he was his 
uncle, and had even been a faiher to him. Indeed, \n 
every point o\ viev/^ be.ya^ idol's foperior. It mi^>hf, 
thercfoie, hiive ft'emed reafoncille in Abram, en thtir 
propofed feparaiian, to have claimed theliifl choice 
of fuuation. ' '' ' •' ■' \ • ^ 

But this riihi of pr^c^den<;^ fee voluntarily ^ave up, 
'and concedea itVo ihf infe^ijir p^riy— not Jrcm weak- 
nefs or cowardice, as;Chi?^or|li^)n>qr and theotjier con- 
federate kings could wiinel^^^whc^in h)e'varguiil)f d in 
baitle, but from the impajf^:^! a generous kr id noble 
fieart. This conciliatory overture of Abram'to his 
, nephew, while « niaffifefted^a' great ^nda gf-od mind, 
did, at the fatt^.e tin^ie, exT5ibii an amrabFe example 
jwhich it would be highly ufe'ful to ^bhi'eimpbti. ' 

This example is jiaf^icujarly recopfinFiepded to the 
feiious notice of the l/oward" and petulant, who engage 
in trivial contentions apd, captious law fuils, and leem 
-to think it a poin< o\ Honof to b*e unTtelding and bciifl- 
eroas, cveri in ihc ^trere ft trifles;- lUt f\^^ff^ peoplfe 
fearn from the co^tduft of that great and good marr, 
Abrem, that a truly nobF^ mind i^ fiot ftUulant atid 
captious, but miki^^rifi iccommoda^ing:*^

of ibe king of Sodom, and his difimeicfted and digni- 
fied conduft throughout the whoJe affair, are entitled 
to a hi^h degree of honor. And who doc.* not fee, in 
this inftance, a near rererabiaoce between Abrara, the 
venerable .Cfaaidean, and the American Wdihington ? 
Both of them rifqued their own lives, from benevoleru 
motives and principles ; arid both refufedlhofe pecan- 
iary rewards which were due to their lervices.

RiEMARKS, 

While the ferv^^nt an/1 perfevering inta^oeilion df 
Abraham for his wicked ceighbors, the Sod oiT|i|fe&, 
was a m«ik of the ftag^lar benfvolenoe ol his mind, 
his courteous and hofpitable character is, iajhe m^n 
time, vfoitlff of aoikei atid imitatiei^i U.e ei¥t^^ine4 : 
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angels tii^awat^^ ^^0iippo(ing iherti lo he mere men. 
Siitmg io his tern c-^or and obferving three fltanger* in 
the ftreet, the kmdf?efs ot his heart proippied him to 
invite the 01 in. 

He did not, with a coM foimality, fend one of his 
fervants to them : but went himfelf. His ^.^rtf accord- 
ed with the warm feeling* of his heart : he run to meet 
them ; and, according to the eallern manner of exprel- 
fing civility^ boiwed himfelf to the ground. His in- 
vitation wa» fuch as cotiM leave tio db«bt of their be- 
ing welcome j for it was warm and hearty. 

He made ready the beft things for their entertain- 
ment ; and, tho* be had many fervants, he flood by hi^ 
guefts while they were eating, and courtcoufly waited^ 
upon them himfelf. And finally, when they took 
their leave, hedidnoty^/ii/, but went ptrfonally^ though 
greatly advanced in^ ^ge, to bring them on their way.—*. 
Thii noble fpccimeri, in compar»fon with the falfc atid 
cold-hearted Chtfierfieldian politenefa, is like the pure 
gold comf>ared with tinfel.

Methufelah wa's 
coteraporary with Adam two hundred and tony ^vce 
years.

dred and two y^rs ; aqd waacotenipor^ry with Abraoit

very dire^ tradiiioij^ was acquaioieil with the hi^qty 
ol Adarn and his immediate defendants, aadai%wiih 
the htftory of the flood, and the dilpcrfion of the 5>nf of 
i^oah and (he countries which they rcCpcSiveJypoffcff. 
fed, &c. Ai>d thofe fafts n^ight eafily fiave teen pr*?* 
ferred in the i^roily of Abram, till the t^e of Mofef.

The foregoing p^fTage 9I hexed hiftory is a folemn 
and awful waroii>g aga^nfi profane cutfiiig and f wear- 
ing : this is iin h«*Jnous evil that fh^U not ^o unpHn* , 
iihed ; tor the Lord will not hold them guiltlefs who 
take his name in vain. As profane fwearing is offen- 
five to heaven, it quenches the gopd fptrit, harden^ tlie 
heartland ftupifies thecanf£ience,and plainly betokens 
a depraved and ungodly mind. 

Profane language is, moreover, cbfttemptible fdr its 
irufgarity, 0^ Hi manners. It violate* the rules of 
good breeSiag ; it is a grofs inCult tippn any well bred 
a|id relpeQabie company; it degraded a gentl^ra^n to, 
a level with a clown ^ and in a lady, it is peculiarly .

They fo^r above the writings of the im- 
mortal Homer himfelf, even. as the flight of the eagle 
is above the orbit of the moft daring amon^ ordinary 
birds. 

Milton, the boaft of Engltfli poets^ was a chrifiiai^ 
believer, and ,a clofe fiudier of the beauties of the bi* 
ble : tro'm hence he happily drew much of his beauti- 
ful imageiy-^his noble conceptions, bis afionilQiing 
grandeur. 

He fei^ed the mantle of the {Scripture bards ; be 
caught their facred enthufiafm, their ether ial#e : aod 
this circumftance, added to the afionifhing genius of J 
Milton, produced in bis Paradife Loft, a poem, wbiph, ' 
exciudve of the Scripture writersi has no equal in point 
of (ublimiiy. *

H*ve you ever feen any faibionablc com- 
pany with whom religion was the mo^unfajhionabtc 
thing in the world ; who never mentioned tfie Bible, 
^he Church or the parloui but with a fneer of con* 
;etppt ? 
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-If ^oa have Teen fu^h people, yoix ttwy bete fee tbera 
canerafied In the e^tample of the wife king ot Ifrael. 

Solomon^ a great and powerful monarch, yoi^ng, 
rich,' learned, polite, and all-accoinpliflitd ; as iar 
fuperioralcnoft to the general mafsoi modern declaiai'. 
ersagaind religion, as they be fup?fior to the. gaudy in- 
Ie6l th^t flatters in ibe fun : this fame Solomon, in the 
prefcnce oi a numerous congregation, and with but- 
fpread hands and bended knees, uttered the prayer, 
which is here recorded to his honor, and tor the imita. 
tion oFothers.

But befides that gaming is a waAeol time, it has, in 
^ inaniiold view, ^ very pernicious tendency : and, ac 
cordingly, in every civilized and well regulated ilate, 
it is either totally prohibited, or limited and reftrained 
by law. 

It feizes and overpowers the minds of people, like a 
fort of enchantment, and withdraws their attention from 
the various nece/Tary occupations and duties of life^ 
It irritates the paiBons, fours the ternper, and leads to^ 
contention, to profane fwdarjngi to intemperate drink- 
ing, and to a general diffipation of property and profli* 
gacy of manners. By anxiety and exceffivenighi- 
watchings, it injures the health. 

Gambling for money, in large btls^ is the. highway 
to every kind of knavery and villany. I; habituatev 
the mind to lying and cheating. Tht/ttccefsful gam- 
. bier obtains his money at theexpence of moral prin-* 
ciples. The unfortunate gameflcr, flung to the heart 
with the fenfe of his lofles, and rendered defperate, ia 
in a prepared flatc for forgery, burglary, highway rob- 
bery, or, indeed, for any kind of villany whateve^ 
by which he may hope to repair his loffes, or to fup-S 
poit himfelf without induftry. 

If ail our unhappy fel]ow*crea(;ures who have died 
on the gallows, or are confined in theJlaie*prifons, 
had written memoirs of their lives, it would probably 
be found that more than three-fourths of them had 
frequently fpent their nights at the gambling table. 

Let youth of either fex be folemhiy warnet^agairifl 
this vertex of deflruftion. Shun gamMing : avoid if $ 
as you would the manfions of death : Shmn it, as you

REMARKS. 

One important end of the divine miffion and com- 
ing of Jefus into the worl3, was, that he might fet be- 
fore fallen mcnii perfeft example of moral excellence. 
This he has really done. ^ His whole life 4jipon earth 
was a complete and finifhed portrait of true virtue. 

W<f receive inftru6Uon from the e^^p^ple cvcji of 
his childhood. At the^ge of twelve years^ he was 
found in the temple, fitting among the^Doftorf, both 
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hearing tb^m and aiking them quellions. Let all cbit- 
dren, who read this, *' go and jdo likewife." Let it 
be their early and earneft care to have wife and under- 
fiandidg hearts. 

There is ^Ifo another refpefl in which the exanaple 
of Jefus, in his childhood, is particularly held up to 
view for imitation ; and that is, his fubje£lion or obe- 
dience to his parents. This is a lovely feature in his ^ 
divine charafier. Obedience to parents is a moil ami- 
able quality jn youth. Children, oiey your parents 
in the Lord : for this is right. 



CHAPfER IL

REMARKS^ 

The defcentx)f the Holy- Ghoft upon Jefus, in the 
form of a dove. Was a lively emblem of the temper an4 . 
charafter ol Jefus, and of the nature and fpirit of the 
Chriftian religion, A dove was the fymbol of peace^ 
as the eagle ww ot war* And Jefus, upon whoq[i the 
heavenly dove defcended, is fitly ftiled, the Prince of 
Peace. 

At his birth, the angels proclainied peace on earth, 
and good will ^mong men. He was meek and lowly 
xti heart, — When he was reviled, he reviled not again : 
When he fuffered, he threatened not. He was brought 
as a lamb to the flaughter j and while he was murdered, 
and was fufferiog the keeneft tortures of death, be pray- 
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ed even for ^is murderers, faying, ♦• Pailjcf, forgive 
them ; tor they know not what they do.** 

Alfo the\loctrine$ ol Jefus exprefsly forbid a]l envy, 
revenge and miilice, and inculcate a peacefuf, hum- 
ble, forgiving and charitable tcropef«^hofpitality to* 
ward ftrangers^— benevolence toward all men, and 
perfeveriog endeavors, whenever there it opportunityi 
to do good unto ^1).

BEMARK^ 

Th^ divine ternaon ot Jefus, on the mouniaFn^, is alt 
fpiionie of Qhriftian morab. It d^fclofed a iyii^in oi 
tnoraltty, aspure and iublime as it was neik and afion* 
ilhing. The culture and government e( the heart, in 
reftramir.g^ath anger and every Kccntious thought ;*-* 
rciuining love tor hatred^ and rendering blefling for 
cur&ng^ and kindneffes for injuries ;^^doiftg in* all ca^ 
(esto others as one would be done unto ;^perionning 
tbe duties of charity and devotion, in a n^anner tbat 
ihoold Jhun rather than coun public notice and 9p^ 
plaufe :.. .Thefe are foitie of the fentiments which are no 
wtiere taughl, but in the fchool of Chrift. 

They arc in dirttl oppofiiion to the depraved tafle of 
irankind, and to the Ridxiins^vf the world : but they 
are noble and God- like, and would, if they wereredu* 
^ed to pra£lice» make a heaven upon eaitb. 

Were the precepts of the divine Jefus reduced to a»^ 
niverfal praftice, thenc would be an immediate and fi- 
Bal end to war. National differences would be ad|ufl^ 
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W by arbitration ; and tbc fword would ccaife to dc» 
Vour. 

It all ttJigbt be taught to love their ceiglhbors a$ tbelil- 
telves, and to do to others as tfcey Mould be done uDto> 
there wotild be »o difpofition to repeat the criiiie ©f 
hitnthat flew his brother ;—aiad men .would abhor to 
imbrue their bands in the blood of hien. 

Thus Univerfal Chrifiianity, attended witjh thedif- 
fu&on oi the fp'nk and temper of its divine author^ 
Would ht infallibly produfiive ot univerfal peace. 

A general diffLfion of the fpirit as well as the doc 
trines of jefus weuHl aliaput an end to the aboininabl^ 
traffic ol human fleft. 

Have Chtijiian tiatiotrt been engaged in'this traQi(^i 
AndJan&ionedmalfi'JleMling by taw ? Have Chriftjans 
robbed their fellow. creatures of their liberty ; fnatch-, 
td thenofrotti the bofoms of their friends, and from all 
Ihc namelefsendtarhients cf country, and of home ; and 
forced theih to the hioufe of bondage, there to confumc 
their miferabfe exiftence ? 

O my Saviour I do men, who thus riot upon humari 
tears and mifery, prefuroe to call ihemfelves by thy fa. 
cred naihe ? — ^Thcy do — But be it remembered that 
rtat Chnftianity is utterly abhorrent to this injuftice 
and cruelly, and refpe €ts the rights and happiness, e^ 
v«f) ot the meaneft human creature* >

Npw the 
names of the twelve apofllcs arethefe; Simon Peter, 
and Andtew his brother; Jaracsi and John his broth- 
er; Philip and Bariholoitiew ; Thomas and Mat- 
thew ; James the fon of Alpheus, and Lebbeus.whofe 
furname was Tha^dens ; Simon the Canaanite, and 
Judas Ifcariot, who betrayed him. 

2....Thefe twelve Jefus fent forth, and commanded 
them, faying, the kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
Heal the fick, cleanfe the lepefs, raife the ^ead, caft 
out devils : freely ye have received, freely give. Pro- 
vide neither gold, nor filver^ nor Hafs in your purfes ; 
nor fcripiorjour journey, neither two Coats, neither 
flioes ; for the workman is worthy t\ his meat. 

3.. ..And into whatfoever city or town y\e fhall en- 
ter, inquire who in it is worthy ; and there abide till 
ye go thenc^.

REMAIVKS. 

The following retnarks do, in this place, naeurally 
occur : firflly, as Jefus appeared in the infinitely im- 

t^ortani charafler of the MefTiah, whom the prophets 
oretoJd, it was neceffary that there fhould be an ex- 
traordinary divine atteilatioit of his miflion, and of the 
truth of his doflrines. And for this end, namely, to 
evidence the reality of his Meffiahfhip, was the variety 
o(afloni(hii?g miracles, which M' ere wrought in the be* 
ginning of tbe gofpej difpenfation. ^ 
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Acc^iflgfy, j6Aii« hbm tifitie td iimt, ^pptalti 
to his mirades, at fuiBcielit Vo^^heh ihii ht tt^s the 
true Mf fliah. The woirks th^i I do (faid b^} bea^ wU- 
nefs of mt, that tbc Father hath ftnt rte«' 

afldly* All th* miracle* Qi Jefiw wet* ot the Imne- 
ficent kind ; and were a difplay, nokft of divine g6od-* 
uefs, than of power. When hu frail difcipJes, in their 
intemperate zeal, i^efoughr hin^ to call doif*n fire from 
heaved upon the inhofpitable Sam^rrUns^ he^ebuked 
them, fayinggVe know not what manner ol fpfrit ye afe 
of« For the Ton of man is net come to deftroj men's 
lives, but to feve them^ 

iTbe miraculous power, which Jefus exerted, was thae 
jota divine benebSor and Saviour. The dead he raiU 
ed, the fick he healed, the lepers he cleanfc'd^ aft3 the' 
hungry he led. He uftftopped the ears of the dea^f, and 
opened the eyes ol the blind » Maniacs he reftored to 
their reafon^ and the Lame and mtiiaedt at bis gractoua 
word, walked and leaped* 

3 jly. The miracles of our Saviour wer0 wrought 
publicly; and many ol them under fueheirctfm (knees 
as admitted of no polEbitity of deception. We ^ill 
inl^Stncethe raifini; of l#azarus : he was tick znd died 
•^th€ forpfe was Chroaded in grave clathes,an4 had lain 
in the grave four day^« There could ha v)e been no 
cloubt concerning the reality of his death. And the 
rei^orition of l«azarus,not merely to Hie^but to heahh 
and vtgor^ was efFefled inilantaneoufly. When J^fus 
bad cried, with a loud yoi^e, •' Lazarus, come forth," 
the corps was inftantly reaniii^ted, and he wbo had 
been dead, aroCe, andcameiorth. This was do&d pub^ 
Hcly,; ^nd it is ftartly impoffiWe that the witnefles of 
tte iranfe^ion could have been deceived. 

As to the Rio^rn objeflion, that there is no fu ffieienft 
evidence that the facred books in general are genuine ;. 
6rAR parlicularg l^at John the difciple was reaWy ife» 
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autfaor oi this book that bears hit^ aame,4t morfi <Brigi« 
natc, either ia grofi tgnorance^ or in defigned fophiftry. 
What evidence is there, tbat-Homer was tfa<f amhor oi 
the Iliad, and Virgil of the i£neid ? Theonlf evidence,. 
is,that thefe immorul poems^have, by general conknt^ 
been afcribed to thofe ai3tk<»s. 

From the very nature of th^ fubjeft, no other proof 
is pofTiHle : this proof, by univerfal confent, is judged 
fofficient ; and the inari who ftiouldfcrioufly deny that 
Homer was the, author of the Iliad, or that Virgilwas 
the author of the iCneid ; and {faoa!d call f6f other 
proof would defervediy be thought aif impertinent 
blockhead. 

Now, there is fully as much proof that John tfiedif* 
etple^ was really the author of the gopel, which bears 
his name, as there is that Virgil was the author of the 
^neid : for it has, from the eaiiieft ages of Chriftani« 
ty, beenafcribed to John by geaeraf eonfcnt* Nay* 
I may (ay, the proof is n^uch flronger In the former 
cafe than in the latter ; becaufe it did not much con« 
cern mankind to know who cojnpofed tht iEneid, The 
poem was equally excellent, whether compofed by 
Virgil, or by any other roan. Whereas in the firit ages 
of Chrifiianity, theufands of people, and Tome of them 
endowed with {failing talents, and gi^at learning, muft 
Beceffarily hafve felt themselves deeply interested to 
examine critically into the geniiinenefs of the New- 
Testament, and to afcrtbe every book to its real author.. 

4thly. It is infinitely abfurdto fufpeS that John the 
narrator, and eye-witnefs of this afloniChing ffiif«:le», 
has attempted to deceive mankfnd by a Rarration,whtch. 
he knew to be iaHe. For, in the firft place, be eould 
have bad no inducement to^aifert and pubhfli a falftood 
of this fort. Every kkid of wordly tnterefi'was in the 
other fcile< What could John have expefied, aiut 
what did he itaUyobuin fur his fleadfaftteftiaony ccm* 
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cfcriiing t^e miracle*, refurrcflion and Mediabfhtp of 
j€&ii ? Nathinjf* btit reproaches^ ftripe«,~rfnprifon* 
mentj banilbmcnt, &c. And is it poffible that an/ 
inan fhould knowingly publilh a taUhood and perfift in 
it, in certain expeSation, not of any proiit, bat of deep 
diffirrace and injury, even in a worldly view ? 

But betides the aforementioned argu men t,t here are, 
in the very recital ol the ftofy, fuch marks of iruth as 
could not have been counierteited. If the writer had 
dtfigned to impofe upon ilie world by tuis fiory, he 
would have drefled it out in the gaudy attire of an har* 
lot : confcious of relating a taifhood, be would have 
ufed the thick daubing of art, in order to gain belief. 

Whereas the wiiole ftory is related, as with the art- 
lefs fimplicity of a child. Thefafi Js circumfiantrally 
recited, in plain, (imple^ language ; and then difmiiTedy 
without a fingle comment or remark. The whole nar- 
ration, as to the fiile and manner, has impri^ffed upon 
it the very portrait of troth. 

Andif John was neither deceived htmfelf in this mat- 
ter, nor attempted to deceive others^ the coniequence 
is, that the miracle was really wrought* It follows 
from the premifes.that Jefus did certatoly raife Laza- 
rus from the dead ; and, that the fame Jefus, accord- 
ing to his own declaration, will raife all the dead H 
the laft day. 

Indulge me to remark ^hly, Tliat the narratioQ of 
th« raifing of Laxarus is admirable for tta beauties. It 
is genuine nature, m her fimple drefs. The account 
of the holy f rtendfhip that fubfifled between Jefus and 
theafflided family, the meffage^pf the fitters to Jefus^ 
*^* Behold, he whom ihou lovcft is fick/* The pathet. 
ic exclamation of Martha, and efpecially of Mary, fall- 
ing at the feet of Jefus, and faying, ** Lord,if thou hadft 
been here my brother had not died." The inwyd^roan* 
iDgfaf Jelus^andhia weeping ai the tonU) oi bta Caead;

Bat arriving it the dofe of the fcene^tlic moft affefl- 
itiff emotiGns— the moft aftonifbing idddiS are excited. 
Belore u$ lie* the ihrouded xorpie — ^00 e^ery fide ire 
feeo the ipcaatot.s leaning forward with anxious ex- 
p^3ation«t attentive, filent as the tomb itfclf. On ei- 
ther fide of the Saviour, behold the affeftionate weep* 
ing fiftcrs ! In the counteoancc of Jefus arf blended 
divine majefly and love. ^ 

He calls aloud, •* Lszarus <:0int Jorth r* and tfce 
dead bears hi^ vqice.> The cold and ftiffened ctay is 
reanimated — the vital beat remrnS— the ghaft'y prints 
of death are wiped frorti his countenance ; and Lazarus 
artfes, and flands forth a living man. 

AftoniftimerH is inftamly piSofed iti tvtr^ face : in 
the faces of ibe^fciples,a<id efpecjaily of the two atni- 
able fitters, this aftonifhment is mixed wj^^b Irvely Joy, 
grttitudatn'd devotion.

But Jefus the divine teacher catne into the toorldi 
as thejriend of the friendlejs. His owftbitth and life 
were in the dreary ^ades of poverty ; all his coikpan^ 
ions hechofefrom the claffes of the poor and the mid* 
dlingfort : and his go [pa brought relief to the wretch- 
td and dejpijed^ by bringing life and immortality id 
lights and giving affurance that the very pooreflpeO' 
ple^ in point of acceptance with God^ are on equal 
ground with the richejl, 

Jefus was probably the firjl moral and religioui 
teacher in the world (his immediate forerunner John 
the Baptijl excepted) who incejfantty travelled from 
place to place ^ gathering together antHnflruQing the 
tommon people dhd the poor ; dhd adapting hts sis« 
firudions even to thefimplefl minds, . , 

And it is worthy oj remark^ that all the benevotent 
tnfiitutions which are An own to be in the worlds for 
the relief of tht poor, have originated fince the Chrijl'- 
ian Cera, and are confined principally to Chrifitifi 
countries^ 
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hav« not lani^ntcd. For John canflc neither eating oor 
drinking, and they fay, He hath a devil. The fon oi 
l&an came eating and drinking^ and they fay, Bebokl 
d man |;ldttonous» and a wine-bibber^ a friend of pob*^ 
licans and finaersi but wifdom is juftiEedoi hercbiU 
llren. ' 

i^..,.Then beg<an he to ppblraid thecitiei vrbfreiil 
inoft ot his mighty works were done, became they re- 
pented not. Woe onto thee, Chorazin t Woe untd 
thee^ Bethi^a ( for if the nftighty works which wer€ 
done in you had been done ih Tyre and Sidon, tbejr 
would have repented long ^go in facfecloth and aihes. 
fiut I fay nntd you, it ihall be more tderabfe for Tyr^ 
and Sidon in the day of judgment than for you*

}t is hard tor a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God; becaufe ft is hard for fuCh^n one to become 
meek and lowly in bean, and to lead a Hie of gpfpel 
humility. It is plain from the concurrent tef)imony (»f 
fcripture and experience, that great wealth has a tenden* 
cy to exciteand cheri(h a haughty and difdainful fpirit, 
and to become the idol oi its poneflbr : and thereby it 
indifpofes one for embracing the humble and (elf -deny* 
ing religion of Jefus. 

Thougl) there be fome rich people of a Cod*Iik^ 
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beneficence, whofe cbartftcrs arc ^compaffed mtli'a 
glorious fptcndour ; whofc liberal h<^arts dcvtfc li^ral 
things ; and who like benevolent angels, do minifter 
tor good to the n^edy family of man; wc muft n^ver- 
tbelef$, in a general view, yield to tbc feniimcnt of an 
infpired apollle : They who will be rich fall into tempi* 
dtion^ and ajhare, an4 many hurtjul lujts^ which 
drown men in dtfltuBion an4 perdition. 

Men who are ftruggling with inceflant folic itudc, to 
heap up immenfe richei« which they can enjoy but a 
(hort time, do not feem to confider that they are not on- 
ly indifpofing their own minds for a better ftateof e^x- 
iftence; but alio that the great treafure, which they 
ftallleave to their chjldren* will be likely to render 
tha(e children haughty, idle, enervated, and debauch- 
ed. Wiie was that prayer of Agur» Give me neithtr 
poverty ncr riches. 



CHAPTER VIII. 
THE PRODIGAL SON. 

I.... JL ftERE IS joy in the prefence of the 
angels of God over pnc finner ,that repentctk, A cer- 
tain man had two fons: and the youngeft of them fatd 
to his father. Father^ give me the portion of gdodaihat 
MIethtome. And he divided unto him his living* 
And not many days after, the younger fon gatl^red all 
together and took his journey imp a far\ country, and 
Ifaeie wafied k'n fubftance with riotous living. 

»....And when he had fpent all, thf re arofe a mighty 
famine in that land ; and hehrgan to be in want. And 
he went and piteA himfeff to a cttf2;en of that country : 
and be fem him iisto b» ftelds to feed fwine* Aud b^ 
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would fain have filled his \c\\y with the huflts that the 
fwine did eat ; and no man gave unto him. 

How ma** 
ny^hired fcrvan;s of my father have bread enough^ and 
to fpare, and I perifti with hunger !

' REMARK. \/ 

This parable, taken aTtogether, has a primary relcr* 
eace to the calling in of the Gentiles, and to the dif. 
piealure and envy of the Jews on that occafion. But 
ia another view, it teac1)es the benevolence of the Dei. 
ty ; — ihe degrading nature of vice ; — the mean aid for- 
did pleafures of a vicious perfon ; — the fiarving and 
periihing condition ol a mind that is tctally efiranged 
from the divine nature; — the readinefs of our heaven* 
]y Father to receive returning penitents, and the joy 
» among good l)eings on the event of a (inner being re* 
claimed and brought heme to God. The whole is at- 
)e£ling and kdefcribably beautiful. 
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CHAPTFR IX, \ 
THE KIND SJAURITAN. 

^"'JljL certain lawy el- flood up, and 
tempted Jefus, ti^ying^ Mafter, what (hall I do to inhe- 
rit eternal life. And he fald unto him, What is writ- 
ten in the law ? How.readeft ihoU ? And the lawyer^ 
ao(wering, faid, Thou ftialt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy (bul, and with ail tfiy 
ftrength, and with all thy mind; and thy neighborir as 
thy felf. And Jefus faid unto him, th on haft anfwcreid 
. right ; this do-, and thou (halt live. But he» willing to 
juftify htmfeK, faid unto Jefus, And who is my neigh* 
hour ? 

a:..«And Jefus, anfwering, faid, A rertaii^ man Went 
down from Jerulalcm to Jericho, and fell among thieves 
wb^ftripped him of his raiment, and wounded him, 
and departed leaving him half dead* And by chance 
there came down a certain prieft that way; and whefi 
he faw him he paff^d by on the other fide; And like- 
wilc. a Levite, when he was at the place, came and look-> 
ydA on him, and paffcd by on the other fide.

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EEMARKS. 

The expoandert of tbe Mofaic kw, of which aii|o» 
ber this lawyer was ooe, taught, faying, Thou fliali tovt 
thy neighhour, and hate thine enemy ; or in other 
words, thoQ (halt love Jews and profelites, and defpi|e 
and abhor all tbe reft of mankind : Jefus, on the other 
h^nd was a teacher of univerfal benevolence; and the 
lawyer defigniog to enfnare and confute him, in regard 
to this point, and to juftify bis own explanation of ihc^' 
law, alked. Who is my neighbour ? 

Now, if Jefus had anfwered direftly and expHcJtfy, 
that he extended the meaning ot the word neighb&uTt 
to Gentiles as well as to the Jews, and even to the 
.whole world of mankind, iie might have incurred the 
furious refentmcnt ot Tome that were prefent j^ there. 
fpre, with divine wifdom, he replied in a, parabolical 
wav. 

The fccne was laid between Jerufaiem ^d Jericho, 
a r«ad frequently infefted by robbers. A Jew travel* 
ling this dangerous road« was robbed, wounded, and left 
in a helplefs and iorlorn condition. Two Jewifh teach- 
«rs, a prieft and a L^viie, happened to travel the ftmt 
road : andcaftingon the wounded man who lay welrer* 
ing in his blood, a told and dillant look of contempt, 
rather than ol pity; they Both paffed by on tbe other 
fide of the way y 

N^xt, came along a Sitoiaritan, belonging to a nation 
X)f all others, the moft i*bborred by the Jews. This Sa- 
jnaritan beheld the condition of his fellow. creature, 
and his compaflions were infiantly moved. He never 
iatd in his heart, Thi^.is a Jew. mine enemy, and let 
him lie there, and peri(h. He did not fay. Why (honid 
I be hindered on my journey, and waftemy money in 
attending to this worthlefs obje3 ? But, with warmth 
of afie^ioii, he fiew to his relief, and did him all tbe 
krndnefs in bis power. 
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Thcic circumfiances having been ftated, Jefus made 
aaappeal to tbe lawyer^ by afkiag htm. Who wm neigb* 
bcMU U> this diftrcffed Jew. He TcpUed, The Samari. 
tan. And thus he was made io anfwer his crwn quef^ 
tion. Tbc lawyer's queflion was. Who is my tiei^. 
bour ? His own anfwer to the queiHon, was, The St- 
saritan is my^ neighbotin 

Jefus then made this pungent application^ Go* and 
^tto thou likcwife.. As ti he had faid. Thou acknowledg. 
eft that ihe Samaritan was neighbor to the Jew : and be 
thou alfo a neighbour to (he Samaritan, in tike drcum- 
fiances. If thou canftbcneiita teUow-c#eatare, readi* 
Jy do it, whatev^er be his nation or rdtgion. 

The manner in which the captious lawyer was torced', 
as it were, to affent to truth, ev*n in fpitcof viotem pre* 
judice, is extremely beautitul and worthy oi -admkai* 
tion. 



CHAPTER X^ 

THE RICH MAN AND Tffi BEGGAR. AND 
THE DESCRIPTION OF THE DAY OF 
JUDGMENT.

While the 
city ^as crowded wit^h people (it beingAh^MP^'^f «fee 
paffover) a Roman army bpfieged Jer utalem, aad Cjii| 
a trench ajjout it. At the approach ot this arnjy, th§ 
lew chriftians^ho were ir> the city, left it» and retired 
f o a pJace named Pel/a: which they were led to dq 
by the warnings and direftion^ of Jefu5, in the forego* 
iry^ paragraphs* . ■. 

During the fiege, arvd at the capture oi Jerufalemj 
no lefs than eleve^n ban d red thou fand people miferably 
periflied by the fw<^rd ami taminc^ accordjng to Jofc- 
pbus the Jewifh hiftoriam The city and temple \vere 
burned»and theiqandations thereof were complefeiy 
rafed and demoliflbed i naj, the ground upon which tl)e 
city flood was' ploughed up with a p4ou^h j fo that not 
one flone wa^ leit upon aaotber, . Ati^r this, the 
wretched Jew« who ten^iiinedalive^ were fold into flav- 
ery^ and difperfed over the earth. .^,, 

Indeed this prediftionol our Saviour was fulfilled 
£6 completely aod circumftantially^ that Voltaire^ in 
order to ev^e the. uaaAfwerable argument in favour ot 
chriftianity which this circuraftance afforded,, had the 
impudence to affert that the^accpunt wa« written afUr 
the event, arkl is a hiftory* rather than a prophecy. 

Porphyryi^o\ old, had retourfe to iKe fame {ubter« 
fuge, with /efpeft to the fevemy prophetic weeks, in 
theboak of Daniel. Thus when a prophely is fulfilled 
exaflly^ in all its minute ciicumftances, it has bee» 
pretended that it is, in faS, no prophefy, but has been; , 
labrrtated and impofedupon the world, after the event 
had come to pafs. 

On the other hand, when a fcripiure prophefy is 
fulfilled in a lefs circumflantia! marin^r,^the fame men 
have denied that there were ^xv^ remarkable coincidence 
between the prediQion and the event ;^ and lo pretend* 
ed that the prophefy had aot been iulEUed -at aU. 
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rhey knew, indeed> |hat it was eafy to cm the kisot^ 
»vhich they tould not untie; and neither they/ not 
heir dilciples have b^n delicate in the choice ot ways 
ind means to accomplifii their ends. 

The prefent number of the Hebrew race, accoirdtfig 
o the opinion of one of their own natioid, is not lefs 
han fix miitioRS. They have been difperfed over thd 
¥orld more than feventeen hundred years, and all thai 
ime have been without any government of their own ; 
tnd fiilt they remain a diftinft people, having never 
)een blended and incorporated with the nations among 
i?hom they have lived, ^ 

This is an event fo fitiguldr, fo contrary to the com- 
non courfe of things, that it mav be efteemed, as it 
i^ere, a ptrmantnt miraclt / and it is doubtlefs intend- 
d to anfwcr fome great and important purpofe. And 
his .very event was plainly predi3ed more than two 
boufand years ago ; particularly in the 9th ch. ol Amos, 
(ih verfe : For lo^ J will command, and I will Jijt the 
ouje of IJratl among all nations, like as corn is Jtft* 
d in aJieDe^ yet Jkall not the leqjijp-ain fall upon the 
artk. 

As itbelongeth toGodaloneio declare the erid from 
le beginning, and from ancient times, the things which 
avc not yet been ; it follows, that the fcriptores, which 
^retell future and difiant events with fuch exa£lnef», 
re trom Hiioa.

The lirftgofpel fermon, -after the 
crucifixion, was pfcachcd by Peter, %Jtflte¥inan^ be- 
Ian(;tng to Galtlee, which was the rooft dcfpifcd'diftrift 
in J4id?a/ The lubjeft of that fermon was a plain and 
fimple.tbftjmony, that Jefus, whom the Jewifli nitiok 
defrv<e¥ed up and Cfucifiedi had rifen irom the deafl 
%n4fras;fheChTift. 

' . The t'elHmott^ of Peter was believed : the audienc* 
%ere pi'icked in 'their hearts; and three tboufand of 
ith^m were ton verted to chriftianity at once. ' And by 
the like feeble means, as it reTpefied hitman power, the 
chriftian religipn, bearing down moft violent pppofitioo, 
fpread fwiiily over the vail Roman cmpite j and hun- 
dreds of tboufanrd^V'were inSt^hded to renounce their 
inveterate prejudices of education^ their beloved idola*

7. ...And as tbey fpakc unto the people, the prieflii 
and the captains of the temple, and the fadducees, came 
upon them, being grieved that they taught the people, 
and pf cached through Jcfus the refurrcfiion irom the 
dead. And they laid hands on them, and put them in 
confinement unto the next day j for it was now eve- 
ning. Howbeit, many of them who heard the word 
believed ; and the number oi the men was about five 
tboofand.

lo.,*.Kow, when they faw tfie boldnefe of Peter afid 
John* and per cWved that thay were »ol«arned and igoo* 
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rant men, they marvelJed ; and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with Jefus. And behold, 
ing the man who was healed fianding with them, they 
could fay nothing again ft ic. 

11., ..But when they had commanded them togoafide 
out oi th*^ council, they conferred among themfelves, 
faying, What fhall we do to thefe men ? for ihat in- 
deed a notable miracle hath been done by them is ma- 
nifeft to all them who dwell in Jerufalem ; and we 
cannot deny it. But that it fprcad no further amongft 
the people, let us ftraighily threaten them, that they 
fpeak henceforth to no man in this nanot* And they

A. D. 34. 

*— I^TEPHEN, fall of faith and power» i\i 

Seat wonders and miracles among the people. Then 
ere arofc certain of the fynagogoe, which is called 
the fynagogne of the Liberiines^ (that it^^ fret- think- 
fs) difputiog with Stephen. And they were not able 
to refift the wifdom and the fptrit by which he fpake. 

^•••Then they fuborned men^ who faid^ We have 
heard him fpeak blafphemoos word^ againft Mafes, and 
againft God. And they fttrred up the people, and the 
eiders, and the fcribes, and came upoa him, and caught 
kirn, and brought him to the council, and (et up fdlfe 
witnefles, who faid. This man ceafeth not to fpeak 
blafpbemout word^'againftthis holy place, and the law. 

3....For we have heard him fay, that this Jefus tA 
Nazareth fhali deftroy thia place, and (hall change the 
•uftoms whirh Mofes delivered us. And all who fat 
in the council, looking iledfaftly on him, faw bis face 
as it had been the face^fan anger. 

4.. ..Then faid the high prieft, Are thefe things fo ? 
And when they heard (iht anfmer of Sttphtn) they 
were cut to the heart, and they gnafiied on him with 
their teeth. But he, being fiil] ol the Holy Ghoft*, 
looked up ftedfeftly into heaven, and faw the glory of 
God, and Jcfus ftandfng on the right hand ol God^ 
and (aid. Behold, 1 fee the heavens opened, and the Son 
ol Man {landing at the right hand ol God. 

5... ..And they cried oirt with aloud voice, and ftop^ 
fed their ears,, and raa apon himiwiih-ooc accori,. aai 
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caft bio3 out of th^ qty, and ftoned him : amJ'tbe wit. ^ 
neffes laid down their clothes at a young man's fett, 
whole name was Saul. And they ftoned Stephen, call- 
ing upon God, and faying. Lord Jefas, receive my 
fpirii. And he kneeled down, and cried with a loud 
voice, Lord, lay not this fin to their charge. And 
when he had fard this he fell afleep. 

6.. ..And Saul was con fenting^, unto his deat'n And 
devout men carried Stephen to his huriali and made 
great lamentation over him. ^ As for Saul, he made ha- 
voc of the church,^ntering into every hpufe, and haul- 
itig men and wdmen, committed them to prifon. . 

7... .Aid Saol, yet tfreathing out threatcniags mi 
. flaught^againft the difciples ot the Lord, went urtto 
the high prieft, and defired of him letters unto Dimaf- 
cus to the fynagogues, that if he found any, this way, 
he might bring them bound to Jerufalem. And as he 
Journeyed he came n»ar to Dimafcus ; and fuddenly 
there fliined round about him a light from heaven: 
and he fell to ths earth, and heard a voice faying unto 
bim, Saul, Saul, why perfecuteft thou me ? 

8... .And he faid. Who art thou, Lord ? And the 
Lord fiid, I am Jefus wbom thou perfecuteft. It is 
hard tor thee to kickagainft tht^ointsoffiiarpjpikts. 
And be, trembling and aftonlfliea, faid. Lord, what w.itt 
thou have me to do ? And the L«>rd laid unto him% 
Arile, and go into the city, and it (ball be told thee 
what thou muft do. ^ 

9. ...And the men who journeyed with him ftood 
fpcechlefs, healing a voice, but feeing no man. And 
Saul arofe from the earth : and when his eyes were 
opened hfe faw no man ; but they led him by the hand, ' 
and brought htm into D»mafcus. And he was three 
days without G^ht, aad neither did eat nor drink. 
Aa ft 
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io....And there was a certain difcfpie at Damafcus, 
named Ananias ; and to him faid the Lord in a vifion, 
Ananias. And he faid, Behold, I am- here. Lord. 
And the Lord faid unto him^, Arife, and go into the 
ftreet which is called StraigfU^ and in<|uire into the 
houfe of Jttdas for one called Saul oiTarlus t lor, be- 
hold, he prayeth; and hath feen in a viGon a man nam^ 
ed Ananias coming in,, and putting bis hand oa bim«. 
(hat be might receive his fight. 

ii....Then Anania* anfwercd, Lord, I have heard by 
many oi this man,, how much evii iie hath done to tby 
feints at Jerufalem r and here he hath, ambonty irom^ 
the chief priefts to bind all who eall on tbjr name* But 
the Lord laid unto him, Go thy way ; tor he is ^chofeo? 
vcffel iMito me» to bear my name before the G^ntiles^ 
and kings, and the thiidren of Ifrael : for I will fhew 
him how great things he muft fu&r lor mjf name's 
fake. 

f^*.. ►And Ananias went bis w^% »id entered in^O' 
the houle ; and patting bis bands on him, faid,. Bro- 
ther Saul, the Lord ^even Jofus who appeared unto thee 
in the way as thoa corned) hatfeMent me, ^hat thotf 
mighteft !;eceive thy ftgbt,. and be fiilled with the Holy 
Gboft. And inmrediately there fell iro^ his eyes as it 
had been leal es:: and he receive J fr-jht forthwith,, and^ 
arofe, and was baptised :. and wfcn he had received 
Qieathe was iiiengthejaed^ 

2jgv^..Then was Saul certain d'^ys with* the difcipfes^ 
who were at D^malcus. And flaaigbt%»ay he preachei 
Chrift in thefynaff^gcies, that he is the &jn ol God^ 
B:ut all who heard him^ were amased, and faid, Is not 
this he who deftroyedthem that calied'on this name in 
Jerufalenr, and cara<^ hither with intent to bring theax 
bound unto the chief priefts f But Saul increafed the 
more in ftreagth, and confounded the Jew«»that dwclu 
I Ebma£cttSi,grx)vin£ thattbi« is very CktiSL. , 
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REM^JSIKS.- 



Saul, (afterwards named Paul) verily thought, 4hat 
in purfaing the objeft of his jxjof ney to Datnafcus, he: 
was doing his daty ; and, iherciore, he was not, at that 
time» liable to a fuddcn fit oitemarfe, whkh might 
feavediforjdcred his imagination. The vifron happen, 
ed Xo him, not while he was aroneand abfoibed in foli. 
taxy reficclions ; but when he was in the mid ft of the 
company of his friends ;, it happened not at tlie gloomy 
bour of midnight, biK at noon^ day» 

He nofconly faw a light that was above the brfghtnefi^ 
6fthe meridian fun,, (and which ftruck him to the 
ground ^ but he aUo heard a voice from above, declar- 
ing that it came from Jefus whom he perfecuied,. andi 
d1ftin£lly communicating w him exprefs inflruflions 
aad dire£kjons. All this was not a tranftent fcene 
which .might have left him in doubt, as to its reality ;. 
but the glory of the light was fuch that it totally blindw 
ed his eyes t and in tlus ftate of btindnefs he remained 
three days* 

The change in Saul*s disnafiti^ns and purfuits wa& 
as wonderful as the viGon itfelf. From being a bloody 
perfecutor of Jefus,. he inftantly became his devoted: 
follower. He, at once, relinqnii(hed all his worldly 
profpe£h,. and incudred the hatr^ and contempt o\ the 
Jew ifli rulers, aod o\ his acq-aaintance in general; and^ 
even till his. deatb, be continued to be a moft aSive, 
(faumlefs,. and able chara^pion in the caufe ol Jefus;, 
abounding botbin labours, and in fuSerings, and ex- 
pofing himfelf to> cruel mocking^, to tJtDprifonnent^ 
ftripes, and death itfelf. 

The aforementioned fafts, with all their natural de- 
c^£lions and confequences, being doly weighed andi 
confidered, do irrefiftably lead to this conclulion, that 
Sa,ul was neiiher deceived, nor a deceiver. And it the 
iC!i:c»(Qfij»ice8. oi his. misacuious convcrEoa did ttdMy 
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happen at he has related them, it amounts to am unan- 
Iwerabie proof of the truth ao<i divine origin of the 
chrifiian fyflem. 



CHAPTER XVII. 

CORNELIUS THE CENTURION. 

^. ^« 35 0^3*- 

1.... Jl^ HERE was a certain inan in Cefarea, 
called Carqeliu;, a centurion, of the band c illcd the 
Italian band^ a devout min, and one that feared God 
with all htshoufe, who ^avid tnuch alms to the people, 
and prayed to Gad alwa/ : he faw in a vifion evident- 
ly, about the ninth hour of the day, an angel of God 
coming to him, and faying unto htm, Cornelius. 

2. ...And when he looked on him he w^s afraid, and 
faid, What is it. Lord ? And lif faid unto him. Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up for a memorial be- 
fore God. Arjdnow fend men to Joppa, and.call for 
one Sim3n, whofe furname is Peter ; he (hall tell thee 
what thou oug-veft to do. And when the angel who 
fpake unto Cornelius had depaVted, he called two of 
his houlehold fervantg, and a devout foldier of -them 
that Waited on him continually ; and whan he had de- 
clared all thefe things unto them, he lent them to Joppa. 

3.., .On the morrow as they went on their journey, 
and drew nigh unto the city, Peter went up upon the 
hoofe.to'p to pray, about the fixth hour. And he be* 
came very hungry, and would have eaten : but while 
they made ready, befell into a trance, and faw heaveo 
opened, and a certain veBel defcending unto him, ;|s it 
had been a great fliect koit at Mie four corners, jud let 
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down to the earth ; wherein were all maftner of four* 
footed beafis of iheearih, and wild beails /and creeps 
ing things^ and fowls of the air» 

4.. ..And there came .a voice to him faying. Rife, Pe* 
ter; kill and eat. But Peter faid, Not fo, Lord ; for 
I have, never eaten any thing that is common or un« 
clean. And the voice fpafce unto him again the fecond 
timej What God hath cleanfed call not thou common. 
This was done thrice; and the veffel was received up 
again into heaven. 

5.... Now, while Peter doubted in himfeif what this 
vifien which he bad feen fhould mean, behold, the mea 
that were fent from Cornelius flood before the gate^ 
and afked whether Simon, who was furnamed Peter^ 
were lodged there. While Peter thought On the vi- 
fion, the fpirit faid ujito him, Behold» three men feek 
thee, 

fe.,.Arife, therefore, apd get thee down,, and go witb 
them, doubting nothing ; for I have fent them. Thea 
Peter went down to the men who were fent unto htna 
from Cornelius, and faid. Behold, I amiief whom ye 
feek : what is the caufe wherefore ye a^e come ? 

7.. ..And they (aid, Cornelius, the centurion, a juft 
man, and one wholeareth^God,^and of good report a- 
mong all the nation of Jews, was warned from God by 
an holy angel to fend for thee into his houfe, and to 
hear words of thee. Then called he them in,, and lodg* 
ed them. And on the morrow, Pfcter went away witb 
them, and certain brethren from Joppa accompanied 
him. ^ 

8....And the morrow after, they entered into Cefa* 
rea. And Cornelius waited for them, and had called 
together his kinfmen and liear friends. And as Peter 
was coming in, Cornelius met him, and fell down at 
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bit feet, aqd worfhipped him. But Peter took him up, 
faying, Stand up ; I myfeK alfo am a man. And at 
he talked with htm he Went in, and found manj that 
were come together. 

9. ...And he laid unto them, ye know how U if un* 
lawful for z man who is a Jew, to keep company, or 
come unto one of another nation : but God hath fliew* 
ed me that I Oioul.d not call any man common or un* 
dean. Therefore came I unto you without g^infay- 
ing, as foon as I was fcnt lor : I afk, therefore, for what 
intent ye have fent for roc ? _ ' 

10.. ..And Cornelius faid. Four days ago I was faft- 
iog until this hour : and at the ^inih hour I prayed in 
my houfe, and, behold, a man flood before me in bngk 
clothing, and faid, Cornelius, thy prayer is beard, and 
thine alms are had in remembrance in the fight of God. 

11. ...Send, therefore, to Joppa, and call hither 5/- 
mon, whofc furname is Peter ; who when he comeih 
ftall (peak untoihee. -Immediately, therefore, I fent 
to thee : and thou h^ft done well that thou art come. 
Now, therefore, arc we all here prefent before God, 
to hear all things which are commanded thee ol God. 

12. ...Then Peter faid, Ol a truth I perceive that God 
is no rc(pe6ler of perfons : but in every nation he that 
feareih him, and worketh righteoufriefs h accepted of 
him. 

13. ...The word which G )d fent «nto the children 
of Krael, preaching peace by Jefus Chrift ; (He is 
Lord of all ;) that word, I fay, ye know, which was 
publi/hed throughout all J.idea^ and began from Gali- 
lee, after (he baptifm which John preached-; bow God 
anointed Jefus ol Nazareth with the Holy Ghofi, and 
with power; who went about doing good, and heahng 
all that were opprefTed of the devil : for God wa^ with 
him. ^ 
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l4...vAnd we are witneffes of all ^htngs which he 
did y both in the l«nd of the Jews and in Jerufalcro } 
whom they flew and hanged on a tree ; him God raifed 
up ihfe third day, and (hewed him openly ; not to aJl 
,ihe people, but to witncfTes cbofen before of God, even 
to o«, who did eat and drink with him alter he rofc 
from the dead. 

jjv.And he commanded u« to preach unto the peo» 
pie, and to teflify thatit is^bc who was ordiainedof God 
to be the judge of quick and dead. To him gave all 
the prophets witnefs, that through his name, n^hofoever 
believeth in him fhall receive remifiion of fins* 

16.,.. While Peter yet fpake the fe words, the Holy 
Ghoft fell on all rhem who heard the word. And they 
of the circumcifion that believed, were aftomfhed, aa 
many a$ came with Pe|er, becaufe that on the Gentiles 
alfo was poured, out ibe igift of the Holy Gbofl* For 
they heard them [peak with tongues, and magnify God* . 

17. ...Then anlwered Peter, Can any man forbid wa- 
ter, that thefe fhould not be baptised, who have reteiv* 
ed the Holy Ghoff as well as we ? And he command* 
ed tf)em to be baptized in the name of the Lord* 



CHAPTER XVllU 

THE AIVFVL OEATH-OF HEROD. 

A. D.^4. 

i....±\OW Herod the king ftretched forth 
bi« band to vex certain of the church. And he killed 
James *the brother of John with the fword. And be* 
«atifc be faw it.pleafcd the Jews, he proceeded iarihel' 
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^o take Peter alfo. And wben he had apprehended 
bim, he put him in prifon, and delivered him to four 
tq^uarternions oi foldiers to keep him | intending alter 
Lafier to bring him forth to the people* 

2. •••Peter, therefore, was kept in prifon ; but prayed 
was made without ceafing, ot the church unto God for 
tiim. And when Herod would have brought him 
forth, the fame night Peter was fleepiug between two 
foldiers, bound with two chains: and the keepers be^ 
fore the door kept the prifon.

REMARKS. . 

The only Apoftle,'Wbo appears to have befeii diflio-^ 
ffutflied either for learnmg ornatural tajents* was PauU 
He was a profound reafoner, and anemini^t fcbolar; 
and was capable of writiog^ wi^h mafferly elo<}uence. 
Longinus, a heathen author, who flouriftied in the (e- 
cond century, wrote a celebrated treatife on the Sub* 
time; wherdn he cxprefsly Mentioned Saul of Tar- 
fus, ih?it iij, Paul the Appftle, among the fublin^ewriu 
ers whom he enumerated in that work. , 

It IS plain, hqwever, that Paul's eloquence cqn&fled 
father in nobienefs of thoijght, and elegance, firength 
and fubiimity of ilyle, that) in the fluency or gracefuU 
mh of ills fpeech : lor his enemies acknoivledged that 
Ills leicers were powerfiilj but ihiy aUodgedsthai his bo« 
' ^\\f prefence was weak, znd kii fpeecb contemptible* 
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. K&rcb^^, Baol bhnfeif dfeclarei that he oattte not 
^^ excdkacy ot fpeech, andth3rhi3fpeecH,i^ndbit 
l^rcfachingr vms not with the enticii^ words of niWci^i 
ivifdom ; for, feeling himfeif to be a debtor tdtbe unL 
learned, as well as to the le^^ned, he addreffed" his act- 
dience in fuch plain lai^uage as might kc ea&ly uader^^ 
flo«d^ even by the snoft iimple. > 

Bat when tbi& great ApoAIe made his deti^cebefoi^ 
A^rippa^ an accompItAed prince» and m the pr^fenc^ 
oi Fellus, the governor of Judea, and other rulers of' the 
nation p ihere was an occafion for him to drfplay hi» 
briilijaot talents, in thellyle of an orator ; a|id the Ipcecb 
which he made on that occaGon is a nob^e faiiiple ol 
eloquence, that will bear a comparifon with the nooft 
celebrated orations of antiquity* King Agrippa gave 
the higbeft; ppflible commendation of Paul's fpeech, 
when heexclainied with feeming ailonilhmem, ** A!« 
moft thou perfua^eft me ^o ^e Chriftian/^

*TSght. It ha Tyffern of religion fofiugular, fo contra- 
ty to worldly/cr^fl, iind to the pre^ailirig ideas of man- 
kind; aiid'Wiihal,fo pure, fo excellent and divine, that 
one catnnott without veiy great arbfurdity, afcribe it to 
hum^n invention. 

V '" Some of the internal evidences of the divine origin 
^atfd excelteiit nature ctihe Chriftian religion, are brifcf^^ 
ly comprised -in thfe following heads. 
" Tirftly. * The gofpcl hifiory bears the marks of plain, 
fimpte, undifguifed. truth. hH' any fepfible, unpre- 
judiced perloti read the Evangelifts, containing fkeich- 
ei pF, iliie aftiobs and difcourJes of JefusChrift ; and

rourtbly. The dcftrines of the gofpel throw light 
upon the darlcand cpnfufed fcenes which pafs befdre 
us ip, the prefcnt flate of ^iing5. Particularly, the fre- 
quent triumphs of vice over deprcfled virtue^ the prof- 
perity ci the wicked, and the poverty and oppreflian of 
the Igood, are dark events which the gofpei elucidates, 
by bringing immortality to light, and giving affurance 
of a gei:cfaTjudgment, and a future Sate of retribution. 

Fifthly, The.Chriftiaa religion gives a Aope^ tha^ 
fweetens the troubles of Jife, and removes the llihg of 
death. Whatever weight <>f trouble lies upon Chrif- 
tians, they are (uppor^ed by the con fideratioD that it i$ 
a difcipline, ordered by their heavenly Father^ ah(i de. 
figried for their good. And when Chrilfiaps die V or, 
when they are affeOienately bending over' the beds of 
their expiring, or the graves of their expired friends^ 
they are relieved and comforted by the profpeft, that 
this corruption will put on incorruption, and that ibi» 
mortal will put on immortality. 

Now, it fliould fcem, wc are clamorpuny urged te> 
reqpunce this divine religion, which thus purifies and 
ennobles our nature, and gives us comfort in trouble, 
and hope in death, Tbis heavenly religion we fee at. 
tacked on every fide ; not indeed with ferions and m^in- 
ly argument, becoming a fubjeft of fucb vaft impcr. 
tance : but with the poifoned arrows of i^^cule and 
burlefque ; with malicious fctiffs and fcornful fneers. 

But we would fay to our opponexits, Since you urge 
us to renounce the gofpei, be pleafed to offer us a bet- 
ter religion, as^^ fubftituteT Have you invented any 
lyl^em of ^morality, or ^y fchemeof fociat and relative 
duties that i$ better than what the gofpei give us ? Thi» 
you have not attempted. Your ability feemsto con&ft 
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ahogtilier in dcmDliJf\ing ; ^^Xii you are like one who 
fhruld bo^ft of pulling cTbwn a ftlagnifietnt palace, 
while at the fame tirae, he would beincapabFe ot build- 
ing even a c6(tagei 

' Arid WhM }iope da you offer us after death ? The 
rnfiders hdj^e is iWn in the ftiotltrn i»fcriplioD on the 
gate b\ a iJuryihg-Virfd ; •' Death is an eternal flee p:"^ 
He hopc^ that deatft t^ill put an end to his coniciouf- 
iicff , and c^tihgiiilh his beibg. 

And is it for ihU, that we art ufg^ to renounce our 
feligiobv and ihft pllfafihg pfofpefl of itftWortafiiy which 
the gofpe) te'ts b^efoi-e us ? Is it ihSii tre may die like 
the brutes ; lofog all hope, e^ctpting the lorlorn hope 
pi' annihilation ? Is it thdt <jur feft a^nies IBiould be 
Supported Willi no better profpeEl than that of being 
wiped oflT from the laes of creation, aadekpunged t|>r. ^ 
ever I'rom lh'e*h6ok cf lite ? 

/Ah, barbai*ous ifteri ! you would rob us of our breadi 
and inflea^ of it, would give us a lerpent. 

Ahd what is \\it objea of your re flic fs and vehe- 
ment ze^l againft Chiiftianity ? Would Icctety b,e 
berfifitteAhy your fuccels ? Would you difcourage 
vice and encourage Virtue by perfuading people to 
defp^fe and renoutice'thfe cbltg^tionsaiid fanftions o'i 
the Chriflian religion ? . Would you tereby rendet 
ikem better citizcniJ, and more faithful and afftflion- 
ate in the relative departments of hulbands and wives^ 
an^ of pargnts and children ? 

No: you v^ill tske cff neccflary reflraints from the 
mind^' of the vicious : you will deflroy, or weaken tbfe 
lacred bands of focjety ; and ycur influence, wherever 
it reaches,, Will be deadly, like the effluvia iiom. the 
JS^A/?y?*(^faJ, or poifo^n-trce of Java. 
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
